In writing the annual report for the school year, we feel 
to congratulate the town and scholars for having so very 
succesful schools during the whole year, and also that the 
School Board have passed through the trials and annoy- 
ances of the office with only a few scratches that we hope 
will leave no scars. Not very many know the perplexities 
of the School Board. Dealing with the teachers and 
scholars is a pleasure compared with the criticisms of par- 
ents.

Our teachers are conscientious and trying to do their 
. whole duty in the place they are asked to fill, but failing in
